The aftermath of 
‘liberation’ 


A grim description of the misery brought by war-to the people 

of a small town in Sardinia—especially to its children—appeared. 

in the Jun. 19 issue of Life (USA). We believe it provides a 

graphic reminder that. it is from war itself that human society 

most urgently needs to be liberated, and we therefore reproduce 
the following passage from the article.

EFORE the war Borgo- 
vecchio may have been a 
pleasant place. It is a 

little town nestled in mountains 
in the craggy interior of Sar- 
dinia. Now you feel like wash- 
ing your hands when you leave 
there. 


We Americans in the Mediterranean 
theatre have seen the human misery, 
the degrading: filth and the starvation 
that war brings. Perhaps better thay 
you at home, we realize the problem 
of reconstruction that places like 
Borgovecchio and the problem of re- 
habilitation that people of places like 
Borgovecchio present. We have seen 
many such towns ang we know that 
what we have seen ig but a tiny 
corner of the panorama of human 
suffering that this year will unfold 
before our eyes. 

We can’t help thinking that un- 
willingly we have helped bring this 
degradation to Borgovecchio. We 
can’t help feeling humble about the 
appalling job of repairing and feeding 
and gl¢aning that faces us. We know 
that so far we have not done nearly 
enough of. this job.

You catch the full impact of the 
town as soon as your vehicle reaches 
the main square and is swallowed up 
by its mobs of children, who run 
throngh the filthy streets like a rest- 
less swarm _of minnows in a muddy 
stream. They are everywhere—in 
your jeep, in your pockets, in your 
hair. They are impudent little bandits 
who scarcely seem like children. 


What you see in their faces is as 
clearly the imprint of war as if a 
bullet had left its mark. -So many of 
them are so unwashed, so_ snotty- 
nosed, so sore-ridden, so drippy-eyed 
(with little droplets of yesterday’s 
hardened mucus clinging to the 
corners and lashes of their eves; with 
huge, open sores on their legs and 
arms where the flies swarm unheeded) 
that when you do see a child with a 
well-scrubbed face ard the semblance 
of a clean garment you cannot help 
but wonder how high up in the Fascist 
hierarchy his father had been in order 
to wrest the precious soap.

T OPENED my eyes wide when I 
read that an appeal for £1,000,000 
has been launched for a Fighting Fund 
for Freedom.

All these children wear the same 
wise, knowing, thoroughly  dis- 
illusioned expression, as if the en- 
chanting veil of childhood beliefs and 
dreams had long since been ripped 
from before their faces. Indeed, war, 
hunger, perhaps the fascist virus and 
the coming of the fabulous Americani 
have made of Italian children 
moochers with a wisdom that far out- 
strips their tender years.

They demand cigarettes first of all, 
then money and any kind of eatable 
you might have in_your possession. 
But indiscriminate Santa-Clausing is 
absolutely impossible because there 
can never be enough to go around. 
Consequently the streets teem with 
small eddies of feverish activity cen- 
tred around each American soldier. 

Wherever you go you have a cun- 
voy, 90 per cent. children but with a 
goodly representation of shuffling old 
men with beaten looks and tired eyes. 
and dapper students, generally sport- 
ing tweedy topcoats worn grenadier- 
fashion like capes. They follow you 
through hell and high water, enticing 
you with offers of girls of the town, 
vino and local whiskey substitutes, 
and hombarding you almost beyond 
all enduring with all sorts of brassy- 
looking trinkets, beat-up cameras, 
family bedspreads and  100-lira 
watches. 

If you happen to be smoking a 
vigarette while walking down the 
street, you are followed by an entire 
repiment of bambini and grown men, 
two or three of whom hopefully sport 
empty cigarette holders between their 
teeth, Everyone eyes the butt hun- 
grily. When you throw it away, 
perhaps a kindly inch or two before 
its accustomed throw-away length, a 
battle royal] ensues in which the par- 
ticipants show no quarter and little 
respect for youth and old age.

The streets are bedlam and they 
hum with o get-rich-quick atmosphere 
full of the most incredible suspense. 
Mothers send their children out with 
a cheap brass pin that has been highly 
polished to a:shiny richness, odds and 
ends of family jewellery, hand-woven 
bedsyreads and pillowcases from the 
family bed, bits of wood with bright 
peasant colouring painted on them and 
flowering native scarves. 

Small boys, whose command of the 
English language is Hmited to single 
words like “radio,” “watch,” “bed- 
spread” or who use various inter- 
national words and gestures to con- 
note the international. pleasures of 
sex, roam the streets on the lookout 
for GI game, whom they lead 
triumphantly from time to time up 
dirty. creaking staircases—tfrom there 
on, the grown-ups take over. 

One boy of 9 years igs the most 
persistent and the most successful 
too, judging from the groups of Gis 
who engage him in serious conversa- 
tion and then follow him to the lower 
end of town where his sister, a pros- 
titute, holds husy court. He hag a 
stump for a right arm, lost when our 
bombers blasted an important coastal 
city, both his narents were killed at 
that same time. He now sjends the 
entire day pimping about town for his 
sister and managing: the line of sol- 
diers that forms outside her doorway.

Here it is: 


“The victoriuus United Nations have no intention of starving the peoples 
of Germany or Japan. The populations of these two nations need not fear 
for their own lives after they have been defeated. 


“Unconditional surrender means 
that no terms will be given to the 
enemy war-machines which would 
Permit them to remain partially 
intact as future war-makers.” 

The Daily Mail errs in also des- 
cribing this as the first “definition of 
surrender” offered by Roosevelt or 
Churchill since the Casablanca Con- 
ference. When he told the Commons 
about the proceedings at Casablanca, 
on Feb. 11, 1948, Mr. Churchill said: 

“Our inflexible insistence upon unconditional 
surrender does not mean that we shal) stain 
our victorious arms by any cruel treatment of 
whole populations, But justice must be done 
upon the wicked and the guilty and, within 
her proper bounds, justice must be stern and 
implacable. No vestige of the Nazi or Fascist 
power no vestige of the Japanese war plotting 


machine, will be left by us when the work is 
done...” 


The dilemma 


DESPITE obvious similarities » be- 

tween the two..definitions (so- 
called), the President’s utterance 
reveals a dilemma in Allied policy 
towards Germany. 

If the populations of Germany and 
Japan are not to be “starved” (by 
Western European and Far Eastern 
standards respectively), there are two 
possibilities: either they must be 
allowed some measure of industrial 
rehabilitation and ré-entry into world 
trade, or they must be supplied with 
some of their requirements for 
nothing. The second alternative was 
not one that Great Powers would 
think about even before the war (or 
there would have been no war). 

But to permit industrial rehabilita- 
tion is to be unable to implement the 
remainder*of Mr. Roosevelt’s declara- 
tion: “that no terms will be given to 
the enemy war-machines which would 
permit them to remain partially 
intact.” For a war-machine today is 
an industrial machine—hence the 
crisis in our industria] civilization.

“Are we today proposing to use 
the supremacy which victory will 
give us to root out the ‘evil things’ 
of which Mr. Chamberlain spoke on 
the day the war began and to 
create the conditions in which the 
good life can flourish? Our aim 
today is, it seems, to use the excuse 
of the destruction of Nazism to 
realize the purpose of establishing 
the power of a few great nations. 

“No doubt we believe ourselves 
to have transcended the bad old 
times when wars were waged for 
enrichment and territorial aggran- 
disement at the expense of the 
vanquished. In fact, however, we 
are doing precisely that, but under 
the name of securing freedom as 
against the dangers not of mili- 
tarism, but of German nMitarism.”

Desire for revenge 


UNFORTUNATELY there are only 
too many signs that revenge and 
acquisitiveness, rather than  far- 


sighted wisdom, will shape the peace. 

“We are apparently in process of pledging 
ourselves to a programme of annexations and 
territorial changes for which, ten or twenty 
years from now, our people will not be pre- 
pared to go to war again.’ (The Observer, 
Aug. 18.) 


In so:far as public opinion counts— 
and it was whipped up to exert some 
pressure at the 1919 conference—the 
attitude of the popular Press is not 
encouraging. Lord Vansittart is in 
demand ag a newspaper contributor. 
Other writers urge the most drastic 
treatment of Germany. And Gallup 
Polls in Britain and USA shew 
majorities in favour of “making 
Germany pay” in one way or another. 

It_ is an ominous outlook. Few 
People seem to realize that the more 
the peace will maintain itself the 
greater will be the real security. To 
permit the clamour for revenge to 
influence post-war plans is to risk 
condemning another generation to the 
shambles, and to spend the interven- 
ing period burdened with military 
conscription and heavy arms expen- 
diture in order to enforce the “peace.” 


Moral bankruptcy 


NA EANWHILE British, American, 
and Soviet diplomats — with 
Chinese delegates “more or less 
peeking through the keyhole” and the 
rest nowhere—wil] meet in Washing- 
ton within a few days “to hammer 
out a post-war security policy agree- 
able to all” (Daily Express, Aug. 12). _ 
Which is perhaps why The ‘Times 
persists in its demand for clearer 
objectives and principles in British 
foreign policy. In a leading article 
devoted to this on Aug. 12, it said: 


“Britain is in a peculiarly favourable posi- 
tion to provide ., . a lead, and this fact con- 
fers upon her at once a great opportunity and 
an invaluable asset of which she has yet to 
prove herself. worthy.” 


The Times went beyond “the per-

international security” to proffer this 
reminder: 4 


“If Britain’s leadership is to be made effec- 
tive she must be clearly aware of those intan- 
gible sources from which her influence and 
authority in great part derive.” 

But four years during which “vic- 
tery” has been our only policy, 
involving the acceptance of every 
political expediency which would 
further that aim, have seen the 
squandering’ of  Britain’s moral 
capital. The intangible sources of 
former prestige are not what they 
were: “perfidious Albion” has had the 
upper hand in too many of our 
dealings. No amount of boasting how 
we stood alone four years ago will 
alter that.

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THE POWER OF 
LOVE 


Waat happens, we asked last 
week, when the German power- 
machine runs down? 

All prophecy seems idle. We are, 
all of us, caught up in a vast, uncon- 
trolled—and apparently uncontrollable 
—process of world-revolution. It is 
easy to write the word: not so easy to 
conjecture or glimpse what it means. 
What is certain is that the end of the 
shooting-war will be only the end of 
a phase in a continuing process of 
world-revolution. What will happen 
before the world reaches any kind of 
stability is a subjeet less for human 
science than for superhuman 
omniscience. 

Hitler is the creation of many in- 
fluences, the convergence of many 
forces into one terrific power of des- 
truction, which is operative, by 
counter-action, throughout the world. 
He represents the triumph of the 
Mass and the Machine over the human 
person ag conceived by the combina- 
tion of Christianity and _ rational 
humanism which has been the dis- 
tinctive creed of European civilization 
since the Renaissance. Stalin equally 
represents that triumph. The differ- 
ence between them is that the 
ideology of Stalin is, in origin, inter- 
nationalist. Hitler’s is, in origin, 
nationalist. That only makes Hitler 
more representative of Europe, where 
natjonalism is the dominant ideology. 

The isolation of Communist inter- 
nationalism has turned it into nation- 
alism. Will the isolation of Nazi 
nationalism turn it into inter- 
nationalism? Dialectical antithesis is 
tempting. One must beware of it. 
But it is possible that a Europe over 
which Hitlerism and anti-Hitlerism 
have passed, like mediaeval “scourges 
of \God,’’ may be the breeding-ground 
of a new internationalism that is not 
a caricature of the idea. But so long 
as the masses dote upon power, inter- 
nationalism—other than international 
conspiracy, for international tyranny-— 
ig inconceivable. And the masses 
will continue to dote on power until 
they learn to respect themselves as 
persons, and to conceive themselves as 
Until they can conceive the 


persons. 

person as valid without power, 
or to speak more _ exactly, as 
powerful without material power, 


there is little hope for humanity. It, 
must inevitably become, without that 
changed conception of the person, 
more and more the victim of the 
power which it creates and for which 
it can accept no responsibility, because 
it is incapable of taking responsibility. 
The only name for the power of the 
person who repudiates material power, 
or regards it as- Quite irrelevant to the 
validity and worth of the person. is 
Love. Whether we like the word or 
not, there is no other name for the 
thing. And the test, the only test. of 
the reality of Love is that it is utterly 
purified of the love of power. 
Whether the power of love can ever 
replace the love of power in the heart 
and mind of man; whether admiration 
of the power of love can ever replace 
admiration of the love of power, I do 
not know. But nothing™less than that 
revolutionary change will save man 
now from descent into the abyss. 
For the power exists. The terrible 
fact of human existence is that the 
power which mankind controls, and is 
controlled by those who control man- 
kind, is ten thousand times, nay 
infinitely, greater than it was a hun- 
dred ‘years ago. There is no remedy 
for catastrophe - save that the 
individual man should contro] himself. 
That means control his love of power. 
To control one’s love of power there is 
only one way—to get rid of it alto- 
gether,- There will be no vacuum, 
which nature abhors: for as the love 
eu power dies, the power of love is 
orn.

Are those who protest at barbarous methods of warfare 


Utopians — or defenders 


of sanity ? 
by VERA BRITTAIN 


ON Aug. 1, the following paragraph 

(part of which was quoted in 
Peace News last week) appeared in 
the News Chronicle at the beginning 
of G. E. Neyroud’s “American Diary”: 


“Twenty-eight members of the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation, a pacifist group, have 
appealed to ‘the German people and their 
Government’ to cease sending robot-hombs 
ever England. 

“These are the same 28 religious leaders 
who last March protested against the Allied 
obliteration bombing of German cities, and 
they are®now calling on Germany to cease 
indulging in the ‘wanton cruelty of robot 
bombing or other methods of civilian mass- 
acre’, 

“This new appeal prompts the New York 
newspaper P.M. to ask the 28 Utopians if they 
really expect the German people ito bow their 
heads in shame as a result of their appeal and 
abandon their ‘final, pig-like hope of terror- 
izing a free people’.” 


Apparently P.M. had nothing to say 
about the Anglo-American “hope” (I 
leave the appropriate adjective in this 
case to be supplied by the reader) of 
reducing to despair by mass-bombing a 
people which has not even the moral 
encouragement of being “free.” 

Last March, when the same 28 
American leaders signed a foreword 
to a series of extracts from my book 
“Seed of Chaos,” published in Feilow- 
ship under the title “Stop Massacre 
Bombing,” they and I were attacked 
throughout the United States by 
William L. Shirer and dozens of other 
American commentators for omitting 
to protest, in Shirer’s’ words, against 
the “sadistic joy’ with whieh the 
Nazis “told of the bombing of 
London.” One of the few supporters, 
the Editor of the American Catholic 
World, reported that he himself had 
read 200 similar attacks. 

Shirer’s syndicated article was also 
published in this country by a leading 
British religious newspaper. But 
when I sent to it the reply to Shirer 
which I had already written and 
forwarded to USA (and which re- 
cently appeared in Fellowship). the 
Editor’s peculiar notions of Christian 
justice led him to refuse me the right 
to defend myself and the 28 Ameri- 
cans, 

* 


2 this article, after relating that 
early in the war I did join in 
signing a protest against Nazi 
methods of warfare addressed by a 
group of writers from the London 
PEN Club “To the Conscience of the 
World,” I went on to explain the 
omission of a further protest against 
German wickedness by the 28 and 
myself, in the following words: 

“I doubt whether these protests against the 
crimes of our enemies (always called squeal- 
ing’ when the Germans make them) really 
have much moral validity. Neither I nor my 
fellow British writers are responsible for 
Hitler’s policy, except in the sense that the 
evil done by the Nazis—though Mr. Shirer 
believes it to have been ‘without the slightest 
provocation’—foHowed directly from the blind- 
ness and stupidity of Allied policy, including 
that of the United States, between the wars. 
Neither I nor my fellow writers elected Hitler, 
but we did help to elect the British Goverfi- 
ment. Unless I protest against the policy 
which it is carrying out vin my name, I acqui- 
esce and become responsible.” # 

This time the 28 have not invited 
me to join in their protest. They are 
still detached observers of the indis- 
eriminate bombing which is now 
coming from the other side as a re- 
prisal for the far more terrible indis- 
eriminate bombing (as Corder Catch- 
pool recently pointed out in- these 
columnsjg which the war-leaders of 
our country inflicted and are still m- 
flicting upon them. And they rightly 
judge, from my reply to Shirer, that 
as a potential victim once more, I have 
no desire to “squeal” about the threat 
to personal life and family happiness 
which arises, not merely from German 
cruelty, but from the cruelty and in- 
difference to common citizens of war- 
makers in every nation. _ { 

Nevertheless, I am still free to 
point out that the detractors of the 
28 Americans cannot honestly or 
logically attack them by mutually 
exclusive arguments. They cannot 
simultaneously label them Nazi dupes 
or apologists for omitting to protest 
against Hitler’s offences, and call 
them “Utopians” when they make 
such a protest and back it up with 


an appeal. 
* 


‘HAT the American critics of the 
28 really dislike is, of course, 


their suggestion that neither side has 
a monopoly of cruelty—nor of decency. 
Too many newspaper correspondents 
in all countries have wedded them- 
selves and their careers to the belief 
that the only solution for international 
differences is the intensification of 
hatred.. The bare implication that 
they may be worshipping a false god 
is to them intolerable. 

_ Actually, in appealing to both sides 
in the conflict to return to the 
standards of consideration for 
civilians laid down by international 
law, the 28 Americans are doing no 
more than echo the warning to all 
belligerents issued by the International 
Red Cross Committee in July and 
December last ‘year, and on the second 
occasion (apart from the pacifist 
Press) reported only by The Times. 


“The International Committee observes,” 
ran the second statement, “with great 
and imereasing disquiet the steady aggra- 
vation of methods of warfare affecting 
civilian lives and property devoid of military 
importance but the destruction of which is an 
irreparable loss to civilization. The principle 
laid down by international law, according to 
which the legitimate destruction of military 
forces and objectives may not expose lives or 
property of a non-military character to hurt 
or risk out of all proportion to the importance 
of the aim in view, seems to be relegated now 
more and more to the background in favour 


of the unreserved pursuit of total warfare.” 

Finally, it is by no means certain 
that the appeal of the 28 to Germany 
to abandon robot-bombing was not 
timely even from the most coolly 
realistic standpoint. On the basis of 
information derived from “neutral 
sources,” the communist weekly news- 
sheet. The Week (no apologist for 
Germans, no advocate of compassion, 
and no friend to pacifists) contained 
in its issue of June 23 the followine 
paragraph relatine to the launching 
by the Nazis of the pilotless plane: 

“There was a strenuous fight over the 
matter between those who believed in the 
German ability to ereate by this means the 
basis for a political solution, and those who 
considered that the political possibilities must 
at any rate nat be allowed to interfere with 
military realities and with the needs of the 
miltary fronts.” 

If a division of opinion regarding 
the use of the flying-bomb existed even 
amongst the Nazi war-mongers, it is 
logical to assume a similar division 
(whether for political or for more 
idealistic reasons) among the German 
people. We know today that the 
existence of disunity in Germany 
beneath the stark surface of Gestapo- 
imposed unity is no mere chimera 
based on wishful thinking. By their 
appeal to those elements of sanity 
and commonsense which survive war 
and hatred in every nation. the 28 
Americans may well be helping to 
widen the cracks in the Nazi structure 
which will finally brine the toppling 
edifice of German Fascism to the 
ground.

The article by Thora Whitten, “How war 
and propaganda affect children’s minds.” in- 
terested me very much. I was ten when the 
last war ended. A collection was made at my 
school, Nuneaton High School, in aid of the 
“Save the Children Fund,” and I remember 
the headmistress, Miss Tanner (now head- 
Roedean School), expressing dis- 
may and disapproval that some girls had 
refused to contribute in case some of the 
money went to help German children. 

Probably most of the refusals were parent- 
inspired, some parent-dictated. It seems that 
the incident must have impressed me since I 
have remembered it ever since. If I was 
shocked, however. by the attitude of the non- 
contributors, it was no doubt on account of 
Miss Tanner’s criticism which was probably 
ehdorsed by my parents when I repeated it at 
home. 

I don’t think I even considered making 
moral judgments independently of parents and 
teachers before the age cf fourteen. It would 
be interesting to see how these questions of 
Thora Whitten’s would be answered by a 
class of boys or girls between, say, fifteen and 
seventeen who were told beforehand to think 
over each question carefully before they 
answered it and that the only thing that 


mattered was sincerity.

(Christian in the army who feels he can no 
longer pray God’s blessing on his actions 
would be justified in refusing to bear arms

A bad bargain 


What does Mr. Eden, Foreign Secretary, 
mean when he declares that ““we are not 
prepared to he bound ag the result of a 
bargain struck,’ and that ‘‘We are not pre- 
pared to put ourselves in that position again”?

DISCIPLINES 


Js non-violence a natural way of 

resisting evil or not? Does it come 
easily to ordinary people anywhere in 
the world or is it a highly “con- 
ditioned” response dependent upon 
subtle metaphysics and ideologies 
and upon abstruse psychological and 
physical disciplines? 

The questions are of the utmost importance, 
and for those who have eyes to see the answers 
are being repeated almost daily in the most 
widely differing circumstances. The Rey. 
Kenneth Rawlings of Lewes courts imprison- 
ment by discontinuing his fixewatching duties 
as a protest in the Elphick case; the popula- 
tion of Copenhagen defeats the Nazi occupy- 
ing forces hy a courageous general strike in 
which—as we go—there was extraordinarily 
little violence on either side. The Norwegian 
school-teachers refused to join Quisling’s com- 
pulsory “Union” even when a thousand of 
them were thrown into concentration camps. 
In France a month or two ago “seven French 
Trailwaymen were threatened with death by the 
Nazi overlords. But the firing squad was 
halted. Their 2,000 railway comrades at 
Berigny-les-Dijon had gone on strike against 
the sentences. It was the same at Crei] when 
two hostages were taken hecause six loco- 
motives had been wrecked by patriots. The 
whole workers’ personnel of the rail depot 
stepped work. The technicians joined in. In 
two hours the German authorities had given 


in, and the hostages wera released.” (Daily 
Herald.) 


It would not be difficult to find a hundred 
such stories. Ig there anything more to strike 
action of this kind than recognition that vio- 
lence is impassible in the particular cireum- 
atances? Probably. For where there is no 
justice in the claim and no moderation in the 
method strike action fails; the disgraceful 
Philadelphia strike in protest against the pro- 
motion of eight negroes te the exalted rank of 
street-car drivers first deteriorated into vio- 
lence and then speedily collapsed. Dimly one 
sees the truth of the Gandhi-ite contention; 
non-violence ig a means of establishing truth 
and justice, not ‘as lousy a way as any other 
of getting your own way.” 


But if, roughly and crudely, spontaneous 
“non-violent” campaigns occur, and if they do 
show some evidence of genuine self-control 
and not merely of fear, it is still true that the 
effectiveness of the demonstration is to be 
measured by the degree of axvareness and 
discipline present "among the demonstrators. 
To increase such awareness and to practise 
such discipjine is the main job of pacifists 
who are concerned about ‘Non-Violence”’ 
(with capita] letters). 


I noticed an example of our shortcomings in 
this direction on the second anniversary of the 
detention of the Indian national leaders. 
Many pacifists of my acquaintance inveighed 
against the indifference of MPs when it was 
known that less than fifty were present for 
the last India debate. Yet the speakers at the 
India rally in Hyde Park on Aug. 9 would 
have been glad to see even five PPU members: 
With an “active membership” of not less than 
600 the London. Area might have been ex- 
pected to provide at least fifty volunteers to 
support the demonstration. 


It_was a relief to read on the following day 
of the demonstrations in Bombay where picked 


processions of twenty-five calmly courted 
arrest (twenty-five were “symbolically 
arrested” and released the same evening!), 


Cannot the PPU achieve this degree of discip- 
line—of self-discipline—in fts ordinary day-to- 
day work? Until we have done so we have no 
real message for the general public.

The Non-Violence Committee has now almost 
completed the reading-list which I mentioned 
some time ago. It will, we hope, be published 
in the early autumn. While it makes no pre- 
tence to be comprehensive it should be valu- 
able to all Peace News readers for reference 
purposes. We hope it will be instrumental in 
encouraging many individuals and a few 
groups to embark upon a serious study of the 
whole subject. The Committee does not in the 
least eare to pontificate about non-violence. 
Tits aim is to encourage (or even provoke) 
fresh thought, study, and discussion.

FOOD SUPPLIES 


CUT OFF 


“PAzis is facing famine. Small hordes of food are disappearing 
and the people are anxiously wondering whether what is 
left to them will last until they are liberated by the Allies” a 


London Evening News reporter 


A Lisbon report to the Manchester 
Guardian (Aug. 8) now makes it clear 
that there have been serious attacks 
upon the food supplies of the French 


capital: 

“The 1,600 tons of wheat needed every day 
in Paris had been travelling by canal and 
river barges. This traffic has been almost 
totally blocked by Allied bombardments, The 
wheat coming by rail from the north and 
forth-east has been held up fer the same 
reason—the railways have been cut and even 
the men loading the lorries have been machine- 
gunned... 

“Livestock is being brought by road from 
the west. Thirty teams of cattle drivers have 
been formed for this task—some of them have 
already been killed by bombs on the read. . .- 
The slaughter yards in the centre of France 
are not working; they have all been sabotaged 
by the Maquis and their lorries have been 
stolen ee 

The Food Minister has jdeclared that “the 
English and American thombardments have 
destroyed all the stations at which food was 
loaded for Paris . 2 

“Owing to the action of the Allied Air 
Forces and the Maquis,” adds the report, 


‘transport by rail is now impossible in the’ 


south-east, centre, west and north, The only 
region left is the east... Transport from the 
east must be by lorry, and the Germans have 
been kind enough to lend a faw for the trans- 
port of the Parisian’s meagre supplies.” 

The presumed objective of “economic 
warfare” has to a slight extent been 
attained (whether that was a primary 
aim: or not). Enemy transport has 
been diverted to work of food distri- 
bution. But will anyone believe that 
this grim achievement—devoid of all 
military significance—justifies the 
murderous attacks with bomb and 
machine-gun on French cattle-drivers, 
railway porters, and bargees? If 
Paris falls to the Allies at once 
perhaps France will forgive if not 
forget thege outrages. If not... 


ITALIAN WORKERS HUNGRY 


How much better off will the 
Parisians be when the United Nations 
armoured forces smash their way into 
the city? It is a lone time since 
Rome was occupied. Yet a report 
from that city to the Daily Telegraph 
(Aug. 10) states that only some 10 per 
cent. of the estimated 1,300,000 tons 
of bread grain has so far been 
collected after two months’ harvesting.

Then why does the 
Prime Minister Bonomj send to the 
Allied Control Commission a memor- 
andum (Times report from Rome, 
Aug. 10) declaring that “the plight 
of the workers has become unbearable 
and that their families are suffering 
from hunger” and demanding urgent 
steps to save them from “utter 
physical and moral ruin”? 


UNRRA GETS A FOOT IN 


Meanwhile there has been a. row 
behind the scenes about the _uncon- 
scionable delays in letting UNRRA 
into “liberated” territories. Says the 
News Chronicle (Aug, 11): 

“Men and women trained for the task of 
feeding, clothing and healing Hitler’s victims 
will] move into the liberated areas on the heels 
of the advancing Allied armies. The- original 
plan had been for field workers of UNRRA to 
hold back unti] the armies had moved on— 


now been decided that international relief 
agents must lose no time in getting to work.” 


The Balkan mission, now standing 
by at Cairo, may be the first to go 
into operation. “So far, so good. But 
“apents” are not a large-scale relief 
operation. We shall not be happy 
about the position until UNRRA 
declares itself so. 


HARVEST FAST OFF 


In view of the rapidly changing 
military situation agd after careful 
consideration of the views expressed 
by local food relief committees. the 
Food Relief Campaign (PPU) has 
decided not to initiate a Harvest Fast, 
although it does not wish to dis- 
courage from makirgs such a gesture 
any wito feel disposed to do so and are 
certain of adequate support in their 
own locality. 

The possibility of a fast or other 
symbolic demonstration at a later date 
will be kept in mind.

One of the most natural and obvious 
consequences of war is a hardening 
of the boundaries of the social unit 
and a retraction of the vague feelings 
towards international sympathy ._ .

forces upon its moral pioneers, it has 
necessarily an appearance of cranki- 
ness. Legal and religious torture was 
doubtless first attacked by cranks. 
Slavery was abolished by - them. 
Judged by such a standard pacifism 
appears to be a natural development 
and is directed towards a goal which, 
unless mans nature undergoes a 
radical change, will probably be ob- 
tamed. That its alternative is so far 
seen by a class of men possessing 
more than the usual impracticability 
of the minor prophet is hardly to be 
considered as a relevant fact.

MONEY SYSTEM 
AND TRADE 


To the Editor 


“Observer” in his Commentary of 
July 28 says of the Bretton Woods 
Conference: “The real purpose of the 
monetary fund is to bring back gold 
as a fundamental reserve money,” a 
Position which’ he, like the British 
Government, does not seem to favour. 
Not for one moment would I advocate 
a return to a “strict’ gold standard, 
but ib seems to me that some sort of 
international standard is necessary, a 
point of view which more than one 
monetary commission, and not a few 
economists, have ‘advocated. 

Let us look at the problem from 
the alternative of absolute freedom 
of currency management by  indi- 
vidual nations (for a gold standard is 
in effect an international monetary 
system). The history of the 1930’s 
gives us plentv of material on which 
to base our opinions as to the results 
of lack of restraint. Currency depre- 
ciation, dumping, undervaluation, 
overvaluation, blocked accounts, clear- 
ance agreements—in short, economic 
nationalism, expressed in bilateralism 
and “most favoured nation” clauses, 
one of the most fruitful seeds of war. 
A gold standard may forca_us to 
deflate in defence of an outflow of 
gold and aggravate depression, but an 
attempt to break out of the deadlock 
by individualism in national mone- 
tary affairs leads to competitive prac- 
tices that are part of the economic 
war which finds its logical conclusion 
in physica] warfare. 

* * * 


The solution. to my mind, lies in 
some international standard which 
allows of an expansionis; element 
when it is deemed necessary and a 
gontractionist element when a “glut” 
begins to appear. The first stage on 
the road towards an economic solution 
is stability, and the original “Keynes” 
scheme was a courageous, if 
“capitalist”? approach to the problem, 
in which the responsibility for a 
“surplus” was not laid wholly on the 
shoulders of the debtor country. but 
equally between debtor and creditor 


nations. 

If the USA does not want to teceive goods 
fur goods, what does she want? More gold? 
I hardly think so, but if she does, I might 
suggest that we let her have it. If she obtains 
so much, she must either ‘“‘sterilize’ it, in 
which case it is of little value to her save for 
stuffing teeth, etc., or else she must use it as 
a basis of an expansion of currency, in which 
case America will become a goog country in 
which to sell, and a poor one in which to buy. 

But the USA may not want goods for goods, 
for may she want gold. She may just want to 
get rid of goods. Might I suggest that, if this 
is a problem, she consult Russia about it, as 
Russia seems quite in favour of taking German 
gooda {ang even workers) in order to help 
rebuild Russia. But then Russia has a system 
which is not so troubled about ‘“‘overproduc- 
tion,” and if we had a more sane system we, 
too, might not be so worried about America’s 
desire 40 rid herself of surplus production. 

The age of sanity seems, however, to be far 
off, and in the meantime I will not be led 
astray by the industrialists and traderg of this 
country who seem to think that we would be 
better off in competition, rather than co-opera- 
tion, with other countries, and will express a2 
preference for a system of international rules 
with regard to monetary matters, rather than 
advocate. the Jack of a standard which leaves 
the way open to “nationalistic” economic 
olicies and their concomitant, war.

Vatican in the post-war solution of moral and 
social problems.”” {News Chronicle, Aug. 10.) 
Stalin, says this report, has sug- 


gested in a memorandum to the Pope, 
“an exchange of views ... to facilitate agreed 
action at the Peace Conference. He assures 
his Holiness that Soviet Russia not only does 
not seek anywhere to change the existing 
social order by force, but would even cppose 
it. It is the Soviet aim to reach its goal by 
progressive development only, according to 
democratic and legal principles.” 


According to The Obsegver (Aug. 
13) the Pope is net having anv: “the 
fate of Catholie Poland has provided 
his over-riding motives.” Hardly sur- 
prising—if treatment of Poland is a 
sample of how Russia aims “to reach 
its goal... according to demoeratic 
and legal] principles” 

However, MRusso-Polish relations 
seem very, slightly better, although 
the Polish Premigr ang his colleagues 
have returned to London from Mos- 
cow after inconclusive talks with the 
Russians and the Polish National 
Committee of Liberation. Reports 
differ as to the prospects of agrée- 
ment when discussions are resumed.

Nor do the tragic events inside 
~”" Warsaw lead one to feel that the 
various parties in the Polish contro- 
versy are much closer together. 

The battle between the under- 
ground forces and the Germans had 
been raging for six days on Aug. 7 
when the Poles made desperate 
appeals for more arms and munitions. 
Still, help did not come. The Soviet 
forces approaching: the city suffered a 
set-back, and perhaps there were 
material obstacles not apparent to the 
layman i, getting assistance—par- 
ticularly supplies — to the Polish 
patriots. Yet The Observer (Aug.13) 
reported that “help . .. has now been 
sent from this “country.” (My em- 
phasis.) Whatever the difficulties, 
they would surely have been easier to 
overcome from the east. 

Suspicions that the Russians are not 
averse to seeing the Polish patriots 
Suppressed by the Germans are

natural in View of recent Russo- 
Polish relations. The Daily Mail 
(Aug. 14) goes further: 

“Some quarters in this country hint darkly 
at ‘politics’—not merely Polish-Russian poiitics 
but British politics as well.” 

Although the official Soviet news 
agency complained that 
“the Londen Polish quarters responsible for 
the Warsaw uprising made no attempt to co- 
ordinate the result with the Soviet High Com- 
mand” (Manchester Guardian, Aug. 14) 
lord Vansittart, writing to the Editor 
of the Daily Mail on the same day, 
asserted that 
“The British and Russians stimulated the 
Polish patriots ta revolt in order to assist the 
oncoming Russian Army.” 

It may have been by way of a reply 
to this that The Times (Aug. 15) 


complained: 

“TJnfortunately neither the Russian nor the 
British Government was informed of the 
decision” (to revolt on Aug. 1). ‘“‘Any sugges- 
tion that the defenders were left to their own 
meagre resources .. . is unwarranted. It is 
strongly felt that any attempt 
politieal controversy out of the 
mischievous..." 

The “explanations” only make the 
situation more obscure. Obviously 


facts are being suppressed. 


“Hideous brutality” 


APROPOS my reference to the 
attitude of the Press towards 
Germany, I was shocked to see that a 
fairly influential London local news- 
paper, Thz North London Press, has 
been advocating the sterilization of 
voung Germans. Thig by way of pre- 
venting such “hideous brutality” as 
the employment of the flying-bomb. 

“Tf those with Nazi ideas still implanted in 
their minds are allowed to propagate their 
species, Europe will assuredly be in danger 
again in 25 years. The obvious solution is to 
sterilize the youth*u] Germans so that in due 
time their militaristic race will be extinct as 
the Dodo. 

“This sounds drastic, but let us remember 
that, in order to secure domination, the Nazis 
adopted similar measures in occupied coun- 
tries, They intended to sterilize 85 million 
Britishers if they invaded these islands and to 
treat the remainder as serfs, procreating 
further generations of serfs. We spould be 
4 forthright.”

U.S METHODISTS 
REJECT CHURCH’S 
PRO-WAR STAND 


METHODIST conscientious _ ob- 
jectors and students in the USA 
have protested against the decision of 
the American Methodist genera] con- 
ference to reverse the anti-war stand 
taken in 1940. : 


The reversal was made in a reso- 
lution (reported in PN, May 12), 
earried by 3873 votes to 300, which 
sanctioned the use of military force 
to repel “aggressions” and which 
stated that “God himself has a stake 
in the struggle.” 


It is now reported that the seven 


; Methodist COs in one Civilian Publie 


Service camp have resigned from 
their church in protest, and have in- 
vited the 600 Methodists in Civilian 
Public Service to join them. But 
Methodists at two other CPS camps 
have anounced that, while they can- 
not support their church’s war stand, 
they feel they can do more to help 
“steer this large denomination in the 
direction that she should go” by re- 
maining within it. 

The action of the general confer- 
ence has been deplored by the over- 
whelming majerity of 100 Methodist 
students and faculty in Yale Divinity 
School, who have reaffirmed the 1940 
statement that they will not officially 
endorse, support, or participate in 
war.” 

Boston University School of The- 
ology and the School of Theology at 
Duke University, North Carolina, in- 
formed Yale that they were taking a 
similar stand.
